machinery, from the smallest rivet that assists in fastening her to 
the formidable-looking boilers with which she will be supplied has 
been manufactured in Cork. The hold is divided into four com- 
partments by water-tight bulkheads, providing, in case of accident, 
protection for the greater portion of the cargo. The spar deck is 
7 feet above the main deck, thus affording what was always so much 
required—protection for the deck passengers from the severity of the 
weather, and security for the cattle beyond that afforded by the old 
method. Especial attention has been paid to the ventilation, which 
is fully provided for by pipes that traverse the entire length of the 
vessel; and the accommodation of the cattle has been further con- 
sulted by an arrangement which enables them to be walked into the 
hold without going through the dangerous and disagreeable pro- 
cess of being swung into it.

ManGery.—We know of no better way of cleaning paper hangings than 
this :—Take some rather stale bread, blow off the dust With a pair of bel- 
lows, then begin with a piece of Lread at the top of the room; hold the 
crust in the hand and wipe lightly downward with the crumb, about half 
a yard at each stroke, till the upper part of the hangings is completely 
cleaned all round; then go round again with the like sweeping stroke 
downward, always commencing each course a little higher than the upper 
stroke had extended, till all be finished. Care must be used not to rub the 
paper hard or to attempt cleaning it across, and also to change the bread 
as soon as dirty. If done carefully it will make old paper often look 
almost equal to new,

Ir is one of the miseries of a commercial country that, in the 
eagerness for facilitating the means of ac uiring and securing 
money, many important matters are overlooked to which wealth 
bears but a mean comparison.

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NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


SpPAIN.—Daily prayers were (8th inst.) being offered in all the 
churches of the Meighan for the safe delivery of the Queen. The 
Asturian deputies, charged with offering the usual presents to the 
presumptive heir of the crown, in the name of the principality, had 
already arrived in the capital. Those presents consisted of a cross 
set in diamonds and rubies, and a roll containing a thousand dou- 
bloons, which are generally given to some charitable institution or 
laid out in public works he Minister of Marine had returned 
from Aranjuez. The Duke and Duchess of Montpensier intend, 
after the accouchement of her Majesty, to repair to the royal resi- 
dence of La Granja. 

Prvssta.—The King’s recovery is considered complete, and no 
more bulletins are published. 

Banpary.—We learn from Malta, under the date of the Ith of 
June, that the cholera had manifested itselfat Susa, Sfax, Mehdia, and 
other parts of Barbary, and, according to some accounts, even in 
the military barracks within two hours’ distance from Tunis ; and 
such is the panic among the people that upwards of 600 have fled 
in boats zat small craft, and reached Malta, where, notwithstanding 

etitions have been addressed to the governor, elgg] him to 
mpose a quarantine of at least seven days from date of departure 
from the infected port, pratique is recklessly given to all arrivals 
unless sickness actually prevails on board, which measure has 
already been the cause of putting Malta into quarantine with Sicily 
and Naples; and when they come to learn that a fatal case has 
occurred in Valletta harbour (thouxh before the admission of the 
vessel to pratique, as she arrived during the night), after four- 
teen hours’ illness, no doubt a sfratto, or total rejection of arrivals 
from Malta, will be enacted. 

Unitep States.—The most rapid passage ever performed 
between New York and Liverpool has just been completed by the Eu- 
ropa. This steam-ship left New York on the 5th inst., Halifax on 
the 8th, and arrived before nine o’clock on Sunday morning—thus ef- 
fecting the entire voyage (including detention at Halifax to land and 
receive mails and passengers) in some hours less than eleven days. 
The Europa brings over as many as 145 passengers. There were 
rumours direct from Havannah that a landing had been ac- 
complished by another portion of the expedition, a thousand strong, 
on the south side of the island, and that Trinidad de Cuba and Cien- 
fuegos were in their possession. But this is not credited, being 
probably one of the many falsehoods that has been told by Lopez 
and his party to produce excitement, and cover the expedition with 
the prestige of an imaginary success. But where are these in- 
cursionstoend? Other expeditions are talked of for the invasion of 
St. Domingo; and very recently the brig Kate Boyd was seized 
by the United States authorities with arms and ammunition .on 
board! As tothe Lopez invasion, there was never a more com- 

lete failure, It appears to have been based upon a series of 
aisehoods. Ifthe Spanish authorities have executed any of the 
prisoners taken at Isla de Contoy, Isla de Mugeres, or on the sea, 
and these prisoners should prove to be American citizens, a diffi. 
culty will be at once produced that may possibly terminate in a war 
between Spain and the United States; but if, on the other hand, 
the prisoners executed are some of those taken by the Spanish 
troops in the attack and conflicts at Cardenas, why, then, no claim 
of Hit for them could be made by the Government of the 
United States,

West INDIA And Mexican Maiis.—The Royal Mail Steam- 
pee Company's ship Severn, Captain W. Vincent, arrived at 

outhampton at ten o’clock on Tuesday morning, with the usual 
British and foreign West India and Mexican mails, in charge of 
Lieutenant Kiddle, R.N., Admiralty agent, The Severn has made 
an excellent run from Bermuda, and has delivered her mails four 
days before they are due at the General Post-office. She brings 
45 passengers, amongst whom are the Countess of Cortines and 
family from Vera Cruz, and the following on freight :—Specie, on 
merchants’ account, from Tampico, value 419,519 dollars; ditto 
from Vera Cruz, 72,938 dollars; specie for account of the com- 
mittee of the Mexican bondholders, 60,725 dollars; ditto from 
Jamaica, 752 dollars; ditto from Havennah, 14,000 dollars; and 
from other parts of the West Indies, 56,094 dollars ; the total value 
being 624,127 dollars, all of which is in silver, or say about 
£125,000 sterling, Her Majesty’s schooner Bermuda, Lieutenant 
Jolly, commander, captured on the 20th ult. a fine Brazilian 
slaver, named the Clementino, of 176 tons, having on board 280 
slaves. The chase Jasted nineteen hours, and the vessel was taken 
into Port Royal, there to be dealt with by the Vice-Admiralty 
Court. By papers from Nassau we are in possession of particulars 
of the tornado that devastated the islands on the 30th of March, 
It appears by an return to Governor Gregory that there 
were eight persons killed, three of whom left widows, and upwards 
of twenty wounded. The egate number of sufferers in pro- 
perty is 150. There were ninety-two buildings of various descrip- 
tions totally destroyed, twelve materially and ten slightly injured, 
A committee had been appointed to receive donations for the relief 
of the sufferers, and £700 was subscribed by the Legislature, and 
£260 from private sources, Accounts from Jamaica are to the 
morning of the 23rd of May.

the anniversary of the battle of Waterloo, the Duke of Wellington 
gave his annual banquet, in commemoration of that greatest of all 
his military achievements, at Apsley-house, to the gallant veterans 
who shared the dangers and honours of that memorable victory. 
The day was a gala one in the metropolis, if the advertisements of 
fétes, at this and that place of public resort, can bear any criterion ; 
but the doings and continued activity of the domestics at the town 
residence of the noble and gallant hero excelled that of any pre- 
ceding 18th of June. It has been customary for the personal 
friends and admirers of “the Great Captain” to offer their felicita- 
tions on the glorious 18th of June, and this year the complimentary 
visits throughout the day were exceedingly numerous, comprising 
many ornaments of the British army, and ‘a host of personages of 
rank. As the time appointed for the entertainment approached, a 
considerable crowd of persons gradually collected in the front of 
Apsley-house, and by seven 0’clock it required the diligent exertions 
of a strong body of the police to preserve anything like order in that 
thoroughfare. About seven o’clock the noble and gallant guests 
invited to the banquet began to arrive, and in several instances the 
gallant generals, whose names Were familiar to the public from their 
renown in arms, were loudly cheered, the Marquis of Anglesey and 
Viscount Hardinge carrying off the greatest share of plaudits 
from the public, particularly from a concourse of persons 
whose medals and clasps denoted that they had fought 
under the command of those gallant and most estimable officers. 
The interest entailed on the anniversary was not alone confined to 
the humble and unobserved we have Just alluded to; for at the 
entrance of the courtyard of Apsley-house there were many car- 
riages of the aristocracy and equestrians to witness the proceed- 
ings without ; and among the throng we observed the Duke of 
Beaufort, the Earl of Uxbridge an Lady Adelaide Paget, the 
Earl Talbot, the Earl of Cardigan, &¢. “ His Royal Highness 
Prince Albert, attended by the Marquis of Abercorn, Major-General 
Bowles, and Colonel Bouverie, arrived from Buckingham Palace at 
seven o'clock precisely, and the noble duke was in waiting to 
receive the Prince Consort on his arrival, The full band of the 
Grenadier Guards (the duke’s regiment) was stationed in the 
inn«r hall, and on the Prince’s arrival saluted him with “The Co- 
burg March.” The Prince Consort, after an interchange of 
courtesies, was conducted by the noble duke to the drawing-room, 
where the majority of his gallant guests had assembled pre- 
vious to dinner. Finally dinner was announced. It is quite 
unnecessary to attempt to describe the appearance of the table, 
which, in its principal features, was precisely the same as on 
previous occasions. {he magnificent Portuguese plateau, with its 
hundred trophies, filled the centre of the table; at each end, vis.a- 
vis, the two most remarkable were Napoleon and Wellington, sta- 
tuettes of the best class Of art, and worthy of the accomplished 
designer, Count D’Orsay. Two beautiful dwarf vines, over- 
burdened with the juicy fruit (sent from Mr. Beaufort), were con- 
spicuous amongst the ornaments; mnd two immense vases, the gift 
of a continental sovereign, overflowing with flowers, were also 
admirable. AJl the dessert service was of gold, and what orna- 
mental plate was displayed on the table was of the same precious 
metal.

Tor many years past the commissioners have carried 
on dredging. ‘The quantity dredged varies annually from 100,000 to 
150,000 tons, and has cost on an average, for raising and depositing, 
including fuel and all necessary expenses, the sum ef about four- 
pence per ton. ‘The capital embarked in this department amounts 
to about £12,000. Nearly the whole shipping of the port is trans- 
acted in the tideway of the river, from near its mouth, for a distance 
of two miles upwards. And, now entering upon a consideration of 
the immense advantages of Tue Dock, it will be evident that the 
one great drawback to the extension of the trade of the port has 
always been the want of suitable accommodation. for vessels fre- 
quenting the harbour. In the end of the year 1845 the prospectus 
of the Sunderland Dock Company was published. The shares were 
quickly taken up, and the requisite notices having been given to 
Parliament, a bill was introduced in the next session, which passed 
the House of Commons, on April 2, the Lords, May 7, and received 
the royal assent May 14,1816, ‘This act empowered the Sunderland 
Dock Company to execute all the works connected therewith. The 
number of shares was twelve thousand, and the estimated expense 
£300,000, besides which the company were authorized to borrow 
£100,000. ‘The ground on which the dock is constructed may be 
gaid to have been reclaimed from the ocean, the sea having formerly 
washed the rocks and sands from which it has been excavated. The 
novel and ingenious idea of making that waste Jand available for 
the purposes of trade and commerce belongs to John Murray, Ksq., 
who proposed the erection of low walls or groynes on the east side of 
the dock, to form an artificial beach, and effectually prevent any in- 
road from the sea, At high water the waves previously reached the 
edge of the Town Moor, and were gradually making encroachments 
upon it; now, however, they are made to expend themselves upwards 
of 300 yards further off. As might have been expected, there is ample 
accommodation inthe dock for coal vessels, the west quay being 
almost exclusively set apart for them}; staiths of the most approve 
construction have been erected here, which empty the coals from the 
waggons brought by the Durham and Sunderland Railway from the 
mines. There are, it will be observed, several lines of rails communi- 
eating with each drop. The importance to Sunderland of this great un- 
dertaking, which has, under the able supervision of Mr. Murray, been 
so successfully carried to a conclusion, cannot be over estimated, 
We can only form some idea of jf when we consider the progress 
which our trade has made, notwithstanding the many disadvan- 
tages under which the port hag laboured, Vessels will, when the 
other outlet to the sea is finished, be able to depart from the har- 
bour whatever may be the state of the wind or weather, an advan- 
tage which is not possessed by any neighbouring port. The esti- 
mated cost of the works yet to complete, viz., the sea outlet, the 
piers, and tidal basin, does not, we understand, exceed £60,000 ; 
and it is probable that the whole will be finished in two years.

WRECK OF THE ORION StfaAMER.—GReatr Loss OF 
Lirz.—At Liverpool the commercial public were much excited on 
Tuesday by a telegraphic announcement, posted in the Exchange 
News Room shortly before four o'clock, announcing the shipwreck 
of the Orion on a rock off Portpatrick. ‘The Orion is a regular 
packet running between Glasgow and Liverpool. She sailed from 
Liverpool on Monday afternoon. The crew numbered between 
twenty and thirty, and about seventy-five passengers are said to have 
been booked by the agents, Messrs. Martin and Co., but in addition 
a considerable number of cabin passengers are known to have gone 
by the vessel whose names were not recorded in the agents’ office, 
while the names of the steerage passengers are not entered at all, 
The impression is that at least 200 souls were on board. Itis stated 
that on board of the unfortunate vessel were several merchants of 
high respectability and standing, Additional Particulars.—To 
attempt to account for the loss of this noble vessel on a fine night, 
within a short distance of the land, where every stone should be 
familarly known to those in charge, is at present impossible, The 
rock on which the Orion struck is some distance from the shore, 
and passed through the vessel principally in her midship compart- 
ment, breaking the engines to pieces; and, within less than ten 
minutes from the time she struck, the Orion was at the bottom, 
The wreck lies with the masts and funnel vertical, and half out of 
the water, and tothe rigging several of the survivors clung until 
they were relieved. The number lost is unknown at present, as 
the accounts vary from 50 to 100, It would appear that it was 
exactly a quarter to two o’clock when the vessel struck, not stem- 
on, but rather towards the bilge, and almost immediately after she 
sank gradually by the head. Before any of the cabin passengers 
had time to dress the water was up to their knees in the cabin. 
The first boat that was launched was so crowded with the panics 
struck passengers that she instantly sank, and almost all on board 
perished, In the second boat several ladies were ut, and 
they reached the shore in sufety. In the meanwhile the vessel 
gradually filled with water, and the crew and passengers were left 
floating on the surface of the calm sea. It is stated that up- 
wards of 100 are saved, amongst whom are the following :—Mr.

At the Angel a scene 
of bustle presented itself;$ the omnibuses were] crowded 
with elegantly-dressed ladies who bad taken advantage of 
the beauty of the morning to leave their pleasant homes on 
“ business to the City.” How changed this place has been 
even in a comparatively short time! A little more than one 
hundred years since, from the same spot, London might be 
seen across verdant fields spreading itself in the distance. 

At this time we had no gaslights, and the roads were so dan- 
Serous that the City traders assembled in bodies for their mutual 
protection. The Finsbury fields are now no more; the green banks 
of the River Fleet and the fields of St. Pancras are covered 
with buildings; and even within a stone’s throw of the Angel 
is a rookery which reminds us of St. Giles’s in its worst days, 
The little gaps of verdure which not long since occurred between 
the Angel and Canonbury have been occupied by continued rows of 
shops, many of them with elegant fronts. Still Islington presents 
a pleasant and somewhat rural appearance, which conveys a true 
notion of the general comfort and respectability of its inhabitants. 

Islington has always been remarkable for its healthy atmosphere. 
Lysons, in 1795, extracts from the parish register no fewer than 
forty-one persons who have died between the ages of 90 and 105 
years. e trust that the inhabitants of Islington will continue to 
maintain this character, by using every endeavour to prevent the 
Open space at present in their power from being covered by 
numerous conglomerations of human habitations without a single 
breathing-place. 

Canonbury Tower is situated on the southern edge of the site of 
kis. propoee new park, The land adjoining was formerly an ap- 
endage of St. Bartholomew's, in Smithfield, It is said to have 

en built by Bolton, the last prior. Adjoining the tower are 
several buildings and places of much interest. Ina garden close 
by we find the rebus of Prior Bolton inserted in the wall of the 
summer-house. In salle houses are objects of antiquarian 
interest, amongst them a Tudor doorway, with the rebus of 
Bolton, and a house enriched in the interior 
choicest decorations of the Elizabethan period. This is commonly 
said to have been Queen Elizabeth’s palace; but, although the 
ornaments contain the arms of Elizabeth, it seems more probable 
that this house has formed a portion of the mansion of the rich 
id seat whose daughter and sole heiress, Elizabeth, was carried 
off from Canonbury in a baker’s basket, by the contrivance of Wil. 
liam the second Lord Compton, to whom, in the year 1594, she was 
married, and thus carried this estate into the family which is now

The prisoners taken were brought into Hayannah on the 26th ult. 
by the Spanish brig-of-war Habanero, The Captain-General of 
Cuba declined giving any account of the names of the prisoners to 
the American consul or the senior naval officer of the United 
States squadron, nor would he permit any interview with the 
prisoners. General Lopez was former] implicated in a conspiracy 
and condemned to death by the political tribunal of Cuba. 

Letters from Havannah to the 27th ult, state that neither the 
cholera nor the excitement attending the news of the invading 
expedition affected the value of produce, The cholera still existed, 
but in a mitigated degree, with only a few cases. Private letters 
give full details in reference to the unsuccessful Cuban expedition 
under Lopez, and to the present state of the island. It appears 
that the adventurers who came over did not exceed 600 or 600 
altogether. About 170 were taken in two Sailing vessels (a barque 
and a brig under the American flag) by the Spanish admiral, who 
was on board the war-steamer Pizarro, and about 400 landed at 
Cardenas, which is a small town on the coast, one hundred miles 
from Havannah, having no fort, and oceupied by only a few soldiers. 

The Government had declared the island subject to military 
law. Merchant vessels were liable to some scrutiny upon 
arriving in Spanish waters; but if pursuing a lawful traffic, and 
having their papers in order, they would suffer but little inconve- 
nience. The following | Spanish fleet was at Havannah:—The 
Soberano, 74; frigates Esperanza and Isabel; brig Habanero, and 
steamers Pizarro and Blasco de Garruy. - The United States steam- 
frigate Savannah was in the harbour, with the corvettes German 
town, 24, and Albany, 22, cruising outside,

* These peeesioe necessities (writes Mr. Saunders, in 
“Knight’s London”) unfortunately occurred very 
often; and another and less agreeable memory of Canon- 
bury-house than that of ‘The Vicar of Wakefield’ is 
that Goldsmith here frequently hid himself for fear of 
arrest. The warm-hearted bookseller, Newbery, for 
whom Goldsmith wrote so much, then rented the house. 
From hence the poet was frequently accustomed to set 
out, with some or other of his numerous and distin. 
guished literary friends, on excursions through the sur- 
rounding country. The beauties of Highgate and Hamp- 
tead, distinctly visible from his windows, were no doubt 
often a temptation to him to throw aside his books.” 

Various other literary men have lived at Canonbury, 
amongst whom we may mention Chambers, the author of 
the “ Cyclopedia” known by his name. We are told 
that Washington Irving wrote some of his most delight- 
fal books at Canonbury, which we trust will long remain 
to form a picturesque and interesting object in the new 
park of Tate tau.

LITERATURE. 


The Secretary. A Novel, By Lieutenant-Colonel Hort, Author 
of “ The Horse Guards,”’ ‘The White Charger,”’ “ Penelope 
Wedgebone,” &c. J. and D, A. Darling. 

We must at once place this novel as far above the average of 
merit ; conceived and written with a genuine relish for inci- 
dent and character, and wholly superior to those miserable 
aids which make up the fashionable novel. Lords, marqttises, 
baronets, &c., are here, but they are all men; painted, if not 
from originals, at least from real conceptions, well defined ; 
always exciting sympathy of some sort. And if the incidents 
are not altogether new, if even their combination in some 
respects have been met before, this is not a fair complaint by 
any means. The action of the story is brisk and concise, and 
that is really all we can reasonably expect. 

The opening is admirable. It introduces us to what used to 
be the “ rules of the Bench,"’ well described here, in spite of 
the disadvantage of having been Ny Mc toed deseribed by Mr. 
Dickens, A surgeon is introduced to the bedside of a dying 
prisoner, A few minutes and the scene is over, btit not before 
a request half uttered that Dr. Glitzom would take care of the

oy, which is happily worked out. And between this and the 
love story of a young nobleman, whose expectations of rank 
and title are disappointed by the discovery of the right heir, 
the interest is kept up arpaaet! to the end.

THE ART OF SINGING. ; 

The increasing wish among all classes for the attainment of 
musical knowledge, more especially of the vocal branch of it, will 
make this the recently published work of that celebrated professor, 
Signor Crivelli, “ The Art of Singing,” ee Ny, Ge ie ae 
Independent of the high name of Signor Crivelli, whic 1 wou : 
quite sufficient recommendation, it contains in itself such a mass o 
information on the subject that there appears but little to be done 
for the art of singing at any future period. The peculiar feature of 
the work is the stress laid upon a knowledge of the physical con- 
struction and action of the vocal organ, as the only sure foundation 
by means of which any advance in the art can be attained. The 
exercises are so adapted that while the student is acquiring the use 
of his voice he is at the same time initiated into all the proper 
accentuation of all the phrases that occur in musical composition, 
and the solfeggi which follow lay the foundation for gaining one of 


the most difficult points in singing, namely, the rignt pronuncia 
tion of the words, that even in the most rapid divisions, as well as 
in the sustained passages, the singer is instructed in producing 
properly the vowel sounds, an attainment too often neglected even 
by those who have a high reputation, The work may, in fact, be 
described as a complete grammar of the art of singing.

‘I'o all which she retorted 
that the sequitur she had made use of was a much better sequitur 
than to be burning coals ever day at 27s. a ton, and wearing out 
the copper coal-scuttle, when I knew it had to be cleaned twice a 
week at least, not to name blacklead for the grate, which was always 
an expensive article in winter, let alone people insisting on turning 
summer into winter. ae 

Now, sir, really [have been married too long to dream of insisting 
upon anything. I know, for I have proved, the futility of that sort of 
argument, and, above all things in domesticeconomy, the last luxury 
I should think of insisting on having is—a fire in a cold summer, 
Therefore I put on my great-coat and held my tongue. But, having 
an hour to myself to-day, my wife having some calls to make, &c,— 
that is, something more agreeable than thwarting My wishes—I take 
the opportunity of penning these lines, to ask what can be the cause 
of this invincible opposition to a premature pan of hot coals? It 
cannot be the present rise in eoajs: for the opposition 1s one that 
has endured through all years, and is by no means peculiar to one, 
Do you think it might be the maid’s dislike to 4 daily application 
of blacklead to the grate? If so [| hope, sir, you will use your in- 
fluence to dissuade the wives of England from Bon p ea ee their hus- 
bands for the sake of these villanous ten-pounders.

TABLE TALK, 
Lord Langdale is to be the Speaker of the House of Lords 


on the resignation of Lord Cottenham. Being a peer as well as 
one of the Commissioners of the Great Seal, the appointment of 
Lord Langdale to the Speakership of the House of Lords is the 
most obvious and natural arrangement pending the time that must 


intervene in the new settlement of the severai duties of Lord 
Chancellor. 


According to a return to Parliament, the salaries of the 
fifteen judges in 1815 amounted to £62,500, and at the present 
period the salaries of the twenty judges amount to £120,000 a year. 
In 1815 the salary of the Lord Chancellor was £5000, and now it is 
£10,000, with £4000 in addition as Speaker of the House of Lords. 
Fees and emoluments were considerable in 1815, but they cannot 
be ascertained. The salaries of the other judges have been in- 
creased since 1815. The puisne judges have £5000 as salary. 


“The Paris papers announce the appointment of M. Sallan- 
drouze de Lamornaix as special comisissioner on the part of the 
French Government for communicating with the Royal Commission 
in this country for the Exhibition of 1851, This nomination of a 
person so well known by his clever reports on the exposition of 
several nations, and his profound knowledge of the products of 
industry of the Continent, proves the serious interest attached by 


the I’rench Governinent to its being properly represented in this 
country. 


The recent Henley regatta, compared with former years, 
was an extremely lame affair, not from any want of patronage or 
exertion on the part of the committee, who have achieved a high 
reputation by the most unremitting attention to its interests, but 
solely from accidental causes, The elements themselves seemed 
to be unfavourable. A dark, gloomy, cold morning was succeeded 
by rain, which fell heavily until the afternoon was far advanced, 
when the weather brightened up a little. 


A few weeks ago there appeared an account of two dogs 
in a rabid state having run through the whole of Wyersdale, and 
having in their way bitten several other dogs, a number of sheep 
and cattle, and one or two persons. We have now the painful duty 
to record that one of the animals bitten, a valuable horse, belonging 
to Mr. Edmonson, schoolmaster, Abbeystead, Wyersdale, has 


perished in terrible agony from this dreadful and hitherto considered 
incurable disease. 


The present visit of M. Thiers to this country is understood 
(says the Times) to be of so strictly private and unofficial a cha- 
racter that we can ascribe to it no important political objects con« 
nected with the present unfortunate condition of our relations with 
the I’rench Republic, though we rejoice that any opportunity should 
arise to strengthen the personal consideration which may exist 
between the leading statesmen of the two nations. 


The friends of peace and international brotherhood seem 
disposed to avail themselves of the standing which the peace cause 
has attained, and to promote, directly and indirectly, the progress 
of ‘‘ the good time coming,” when 

“The pen shall supersede the sword, 
And Right, not Might, shall be the lord.” 

The Liverpool Peace Society has presented an address to the Prince 
Consort, embodying a ‘respectful and sincere vote of thanks” for 
his admirable speech at the Mansion-house, which they characterize 
as containing a ‘sententious embodiment of the principles, the 
aims, and the objects of peace societies.” At the annual meeting 
of the London Peace Society a resolution was passed * deprecating 
the admission, among the peaceful products of industry, of such 
inventions and instruments as are designed and constructed only 
for the destruction of human life, as being utterly at variance with 
the whole spirit and tendency of the enterprise.” 


On Sunday evening, at dusk, the inhabitants of Pentonville- 
hill were somewhat astonished at seeing two carriages drive up to 
the Pentonville Swimming Baths, containing ladies attired in the 
most fashionable manner. The ladies were observed to go into the 
boxes, and begin to undress themselves. In the meantime the Rev. 
Mr. Cook, of the Pickering-street Mormonite or Latter-day Saints’ 
place of worship, had addressed the auditory. He plunged into the 
water, his dress being made of Macintosh’s waterproof cloth, and 
there awaited the arrival of the ladies about to be baptized. He 
gave out a hymn, in the singing of which all present joined. After 
a short interval the ladies made their appearance ina bathing dress, 
and, after having plunged about the water for some minutes, they 
were immersed three times, after which the rev. gentleman blessed 
them, and the ceremony of baptism according to the rites of the 
Latter-day Saints’ religion was terminated. The singing of a hymn 
closed the proceedings, -It was stated that the ladies were suddenly 
struck with the ideas of the Mormonites relative to baptism, and at 
once consented to become followers of them. Their names did not 


transpire, though their equipages proved that they belonged to the 
higher orders of society. 


A most interesting work has recently been published, 
entitled ‘A Plea for the Very Poor,” which comprises the first 


annual report by the committee of management of the Leicester- 


square Soup Kitchen and Mount St. Bernard Hospice. The getting 
up of this work does great credit to Mr. J, Jones, the secretary of 
the establishment. The committee of management observes that 
it has much pleasure in presenting its friends and the public with 
this the first annual report of its exertions in alleviating the diss 


_ tress of the labouring but unemployed classes; assured that it ma 
‘now safely invite to its aid those wealthy and benevolent indivi- 


duals who have hitherto withheld their support, on account of certain 
scruples regarding the real usefulness of such institutions. In such 
a community as that which inhabits the British metropolis, where 
the pressure of the population on the means of subsistence is almost 
incredible, there are vast numbers of destitute, hungry people 
whose cases are not comprehended within the provisions of the 
poor-law : it is to this class that the soup-kitchen ministers, and to 
ats necessities, almost solely, is its timely and well-directed assist- 
ance applied. Though public Spauers has been hitherto divided on 
the propriety of establishing refuges, asyla, and soup-kitchens for 
the poor,—inasmuch as eleemosynary charity is éonsidered by a 
small party to be destructive of industrial habits, self-dependence 
and self-respect,—the majority, that is, nine-tenthe of the Christian 
world, has been favourable to such institutions: the minority of 
one-tenth consists chiefly of avowed infidels and Malthusian poli. 
ticians, who, in the constitutional hardness of their own hearts, and 
their obtuseness in apprehending the pleasure of seeing others 
comfortable and happy (fostered by metaphysical readings of the 
materialist and unchristian dream-books of certain 80t-disant 
‘political economists”), have infested these kingdoms during the 
last half liu eg The mere thoughtless portion of the community, 
and those wnable to bestow alms, are not comprehended in these 
two unequal classes; it is to be presumed and hoped that benevo« 
lent example and rational education will, in due course exalt the 
former to the merited appellation of rruE Christians ¢ and that 
many of the middle and working classes may soon, by the pros erit 
of trade, be enabled to cast their mites into the treasury of ethene 
lence. It is probably by the wish of Mr, Charles Covhrane 
that he has been so little referred to in the re ort—for true benevo« 
lence is never ostentatious—but we, nevert eless, cannot forget 
that, amidst evil report and good report, it was HR Who persevi 
and sustained this philanthropic institution, and gave to ity under 
Providence, the success which hag attended ity progress...
